Soporifics  Under  Review. — Excessive 
use  of  sleep-producing  drugs  and  the  in- 
creasingly high  rate  of  production  of  them 
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in  many  countries  were  discussed  by  an 
expert  committee  of  the  World  Health 
Organisation  at  its  recent  conference  on 
habit-forming  drugs.  In  1948,  production 
in  the  United  States  amounted  to  336  tons, 
equivalent  to  twenty-four  doses  per  person 
in  that  country,  an  amount  greatly  in  ex- 
cess of  therapeutic  needs.  The  committee 
recommended  that,  for  the  time  being,  the 
matter  should  remain  under  the  discretion 
of  each  country. 

Invalids  as  Voters. — A  person  who, 
through  physical  incapacity,  is  unlikely  to 
be  able  to  attend  the  polling  booth  on 
February  23  may  vote  by  post.  Applica- 
tion forms  (R.P.F.7)  obtainable  from  the 
electoral  registration  officer  (usually  the 
town  clerk  or  clerk  of  the  council)  should 
be  completed  and  returned  to  him,  with 
a  medical  certificate,  by  February  3. 
Applicants  will  receive  between  nomina- 
tion and  polling  days  a  ballot  paper  and 
full  instructions.  Hospitals  are  being  asked 
to  see  that  the  ballot  papers  for  in-patients 
are  dispatched  immediately. 

Marking  of  Export  Packages. — A  joint 
committee  and  working  party  is  being  set 
up  by  the  Institute  of  Packaging  and  the 
Institute  of  Export  to  examine  the 
methods  of  marking  packages  in  foreign 
languages.  It  will  consider  what  foreign 
language  markings  are  necessary,  and  pre- 
pare, for  the  guidance  of  exporters,  ship- 
pers and  packers,  a  set  of  markings  trans- 
lated into  foreign  languages.  Apart  from 
the  more  obvious  markings  such  as  "  This 
way  up,"  they  will  also  review  such  other 
problems  as  the  marking  of  net  and  gross 
weights  for  the  guidance  both  of  port  and 
transport  labour  and  customs  officials,  and 
addressing. 

Import    Licensing    Relaxations.  —  An 

open  general  licence  has  been  granted  for 
the  importation  of  carob  gum,  juniper 
berries,  malt  syrup.,  and  spices  of  all  kinds 
(except  peppercorns  of  P.  nigrum)  con- 
signed from  and  originating  in  any  of  the 
permitted  sources  (i.e.,  those  countries  from 
which  imports  involve  no  loss  of  gold  or 
dollars).  The  relaxation  applying  to  fruit 
juices  has  been  amended  so  as  to  permit 
the  import  on  O.G.L.  of  citrus  juices  not 
containing  more  than  65  per  cent,  of 
sugar,  in  containers  of  not  less  than  two- 
thirds  gall,  capacity,  and  of  other  fruit 
juices  not  containing  more  than  65  per 
cent,  of  sugar.

etail  Trade  Statistics 

While  legal  experts  are  arguing  in  the 
ess  about  the  effects  of  electoral  law,  it 
hoves  those  who  write  for  publication  to 
ilk  warily  lest  they  find  themselves  in 
e  dock.  So  I  have  taken  for  this  para- 
aph  the  innocuous  subject  of  retail  trade 
itistics.  The  Board  of  Trade  records  "  a 
arked  increase  "  in  sales  by  retail  chem- 
s  during  November  1949  (p.  66).  It  gives 

'■    e  increase  over  October  sales  as  1 1  per 

,  nt.  for  "  large-scale  retailers,"  and  as  6 
r  cent,  for  "  independent  chemists."  Ac- 
rding  to  the  same  authority,  the  corres- 

'  >nding  figures  for  November  1948  were 
2  per  cent,  less  and  2  per  cent,  less  re- 

f    ectively   than   in    1947,     The  method 


adopted  for  calculation  appears  to  be  to 
divide  the  country  into  areas  and,  after 
arriving  at  an  estimate  for  each  area,  to 
strike  an  average.  One  hopes  that  these 
figures,  and  others  of  the  same  type,  are 
sufficiently  accurate  for  practical  purposes. 
Problems  of  statistical  comparison  were 
discussed  in  considerable  detail  in  "  The 
Times"  of  January  19  by  its  industrial 
correspondent.  It  is  true  that  the  scope  of 
the  article  was  limited  to  industrial  pro- 
duction ;  but  much  of  what  was  written 
there  has  a  wider  application.  The  Central 
Statistical  Office  was  quoted  as  stating  that 
"  it  is  impossible  to  obtain  an  exact  mea- 
sure, and  difficult  to  obtain  even  a  rough 
idea,  of  the  comparative  levels  of  produc- 
tion before  and  after  the  war."  Again,  the 
writer  mentions  that  recent  American  work 
in  the  technique  of  comparing  productivity 
"  concentrates  on  the  effort  to  compare 
like  with  like."  It  appears  to  me  that,  in 
view  of  the  diversity  of  goods  stocked  in  a 
pharmacy,  any  estimate  of  rise  or  fall  in 
sales  over  a  given  period  can  at  best  be 
only  an  approximation. 

An  Untimely  Resolution 

The  second  of  the  three  resolutions  passed 
at  a  recent  meeting  of  the  East  Metropoli- 
tan Branch  of  the  Pharmaceutical  Society 
(d.  68)  desires  the  Society  to  appoint  "  a 
Branch  organiser  whose  duties  shall  include 
stimulating  activity  in  branches  that  are 
inactive,  securing  co-ordination  between 
neighbouring  branches,  and  general  re- 
spons:bility  for  the  good  working  of  the 
Society's  Branch  organisation."  Whether 
the  Council  of  the  Society  will  place  this 
resolution  on  the  agenda  of  the  next  Branch 
Representatives'  meeting  I  have  no  idea ; 
but  I  submit  that  the  present  time  is  hardly 
suitable  for  any  such  departure.  In  the 
first  place  the  powers  and  functions  of  the 
new  official  would  be  so  wide  as  to  give  a 
totalitarian  bias  to  the  Society.  While  I 
do  not  suggest  that  this  is  what  the  pro- 
moters of  the  resolution  intended,  I  have 
little  doubt  of  the  effect.  In  the  second 
place,  responsibility  for  the  good  working 
of  the  branch  organisation  is  and  must 
remain  a  function  of  the  Council.  For 
the  Counc:l  to  delegate  this  function 
to  an  official  would  be  an  undesirable  step. 
It  may  have  escaped  the  not:ce  of  the  East 
Metropolitan  Branch  that  the  Council  has, 
and  for  many  years  has  had.  an  Organisa-

iNQUESTS 

Doctor  Drug  Addict. — At  a  Birming- 
ham inquest,  recently,  on  Dr.  John  Joseph 
McKenna,  of  Hockley,  it  was  stated  that 
the  dead  man  had  been  addicted  to  drugs 
for  a  long  time  and  had  issued  prescrip- 
tions that  were  unreadable.  A  verdict  of 
death  by  misadventure  was  recorded. 

Suicide  Verdict. — At  an  adjourned  in- 
quest at  Market  Drayton  recently,  a  ver- 
dict of  "  suicide  while  the  balance  of  his 
mind  was  disturbed  "  was  returned  on  Wil- 
fred Henry  Morgan,  M.P.S.,  aged  fifty- 
nine,  the  cause  of  whose  death  had  been 
confirmed  as  cyanide  poisoning. 

Overdose  of  Paraldehyde. — At  an  in- 
quest at  Market  Bosworth  recently  it  was 
stated  that  the  subject  of  the  inquiry,  a 
miner,  had  been  given  by  a  hospital  trainee 
a  dose  of  fl.  oz.  4  instead  of  dr.  4  paralde- 
hyde. Giving  a  verdict  of  misadventure,  the 
coroner  said :  "  Trainees  should  not  be 
allowed  to  administer  such  medicine." 

Faulty  Oxygen  Machine. — A  leak  in  an 
oxygen  machine  while  a  Hayes,  Middlesex, 
woman  was  undergoing  an  operation  at 
the  Samaritan  Hospital  for  Women  was 
blamed  for  her  death  at  an  inquest  at  St. 
Pancras,  London,  recently.  The  coroner 
said  that  death  was  due  to  pulmonary  col- 
lapse while  under  an  anaesthetic  caused  bv 
a  hidden  fault  in  the  machine.  He  recorded 
a  death  by  misadventure. 

Death  from  Iron  and  Ammonium  Cit- 
rate.— At  an  inquiry  in  Glasgow,  recently, 
into  the  death  of  a  twenty-six-year-old 
woman  who  died  in  Victoria  Infirmary, 
Glasgow,  on  October  25,  194.9,  it  was 
stated  that  she  had  taken  a  mixture  of 
iron  and  ammonium  citrate  and  whisky  be- 
cause she  was  afraid  that  her  unborn  child 
was  going  to  be  a  "  blue  baby."  She 
became  ill  and  was  taken  to  hospital  two 
days  later.  Mr.  Alexander  Guthrie, 
M.P.S.,  Shettleston  Road,  Glasgow,  gave 
evidence  that  on  October  22  he  had  made 
up  sixpennyworth  of  iron  and  ammonium 
citrate — about  \  oz.  Dr.  J.  A.  Imrie  (chief 
medical  officer.  Glasgow  Police)  said  that 
iron  taken  in  large  quantities  could  cause 
death.  "  In  the  few  cases  in  which  it  has 
caused  death  it  has  been  the  death  of 
children  ...  I  cannot  find  any  similar  case 
in  adults."  The  jury  found  that  the 
woman  had  consumed  \  oz.  of  iron  and 
ammonium  citrate,  and  that  her  death  was 
caused  by  toxic  hepatitis.  They  returned 
a  formal  verdict. 
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**  Discharged  Absolutely.** — At  Maryle- 
bone,  London,  magistrates'  court,  recently, 
a  member  of  the  Pharmaceutical  Society, 
resident  in  North  London,  was  dis- 
charged absolutely,  on  payment  of  40s. 
costs.  The  charge  was  of  embezzlement, 
and  he  admitted  that,  while  employed 
as  manager  for  Timothy  Whites  &  Taylors, 
Ltd.,  at  Camden  High  Street,  he  had  em- 
bezzled sums  of  8s.  3d.,  1  os.  3d.,  18s.  o|d. 
and  5s.  id.  A  detective-sergeant  told  the 
magistrate  he  had  been  unable  to  find  any 
reason  for  the  accused's  behaviour.  A  quali- 
fied chemist  and  a  married  man  with  two 
children,  he  had  been  with  the  firm  since 
1942,  though  he  would  now  lose  his  post. 

Poison  Through  Unauthorised  Sellers. 

— A  case  in  which  a  retailer  was  sum- 
moned under  the  Pharmacy  and  Poisons 
Act,  1933,  and  a  wholesaler  under  the 
Summary  Jurisdiction  Act,  1848,  both  in 
connection  with  the  supply  and  sale  of 
morphine  in  Gee's  linctus,  came  before  the 
magistrates  at  Southend-on-Sea  on  Janu- 
ary 20.  Herbert  George  How,  2A  Belfairs 
Parade,  Leigh,  was  charged  with  selling 
the  preparation  though  not  an  authorised 
seller  of  poisons.  The  wholesaler,  May 
Roberts  &  Co.,  Ltd.,  47  Stamford  Hill, 
London,  N.16,  was  charged  with  aiding, 
abetting,  counselling  and  procuring  the 
offence.  At  the  hearing  the  solicitor  for  the 
Pharmaceutical  Society  applied  for  an 
adjournment  on  the  ground  that  notice  of 
appeal  had  been  entered  in  a  similar  case 
(see  C.  &  D.,  January  7.  p.  10),  but  the 
application  was  opposed  on  behalf  of 
Messrs.  May,  Roberts  on  the  ground  that 
the  Society  had  had  notice  of  that  aDoeal 
before  the  present  summons  was  issued. 
The  magistrates  refused  an  adjournment. 
After  evidence  of  purchase  and  analysis  the 
retailers'  plea  of  not  guilty  was  withdrawn 
and  a  plea  of  guilty  was  entered.  The 
magistrates  imposed  a  fine  of  £3,  with 
£2  2s.  costs.  In  the  case  against  May, 
Roberts  &  Co.,  Ltd.,  evidence  was  called 
showing  that  the  company  issued  a  special 
type  of  order  form  to  non-qualified  custom- 
ers and  that  such  order  forms  on  receipt 
were  subjected  to  scrutiny  by  a  senior  em- 
ployee. Where  a  preparation  within  the 
Poisons  List  appeared  in  any  such  order  it 
was  struck  out  and  not  supplied.  In  the 
present  case  the  retailer  had  twice,  in  the 
latter  part  of  August  194.9.  ordered  an 
80-oz.  Winchester  of  Gee's  linctus :  both 
orders  had,  in  accordance  with  usual  prac- 


tice, been  struck  out.  A  third  similal 
order  dated  September  9,  194.9,  had  beel 
missed  by  the  scrutineer  and  as  a  resull 
was  fulfilled.  The  container  bore  a  lab(j 
carrying  the  word  "  Poison."  It  was  adi 
mitted  by  an  inspector  for  the  Pharmaceufcl 
cal  Society  that  the  retailer  could  lawfullj 
have  sold  the  preparation  to  a  doctor  c 
hospital  or  for  export.  Mr.  H.  Glyn  Jonel 
K.C.,  who  appeared  for  Messrs.  Mam 
Roberts,  argued  that,  in  order  to  succeeecl 
the  prosecution  must  prove  an  intent  b 
the  wholesalers  that  the  retailer  shoull 
sell  the  preparation  contrary  to  the  Phail 
macy  and  Poisons  Act.  It  was  obvious  il 
the  present  case  that  no  such  intent  coull 
exist  as  it  was  purely  by  inadvertence  thcl 
the  company  had  supplied  at  all.  If  th 
prosecution  was  right  it  would  mean  thM 
wholesalers  who  took  the  trouble  to  dili 
tinguish  between  orders  from  chemists  anl 
orders  from  non-qualified  men  were  in  I 
worse  po:it:on  than  those  who  made  nil 
inquiry  as  to  the  source  of  orders.  Furthel 
even  if  the  wholesaler  had  knowingly  suwl 
plied  a  non-qualified  retailer  with  a  poisoil: 
it  did  not  follow  that  that  retailer  mulj 
necessarily  commit  an  offence  by  resellini 
it,  since  a  sale  to  a  doctor  or  hospital  (I; 
for  export  was  perfectly  lawful.  For  trl 
Society  it  was  contended  that  intent  w;l 
not  a  necessary  ingredient  of  the  offencl 
The  magistrates  dismissed  the  summoili 
and  awarded  the  company  £10  10s.  costB

How  war-time  research  on  British  seaweeds  has  resulted 
in  the  development  of  a  new  industry  in  Britain 


WHEN  the  second  world  war  cut  off 
from  Britain  its  supply  of  Japanese 
agar  the  vegetable  drugs  commit- 
tee of  the  Ministry  of  Supply  initiated  an 
investigation  into  British  seaweed  sources 
of  agar,  to  protect  the  public  health  ser- 
vice, a  large  consumer  for  bacteriological 
purposes.  Professor  Lily  Newton  (Univer- 
sity College  of  Wales,  Aberystwyth)  super- 
vised the  botanical  side  of  the  investiga- 
tion, and  Drs.  S.  M.  Marshall  and  A.  P. 


scientific  workers  during  the  war  showi 
that  the  red  seaweeds  Gigartina  stellata  Bat 
and  Chondrus  crispus  (L.)  Stackh  were  like 
sources  of  agar,  as  they  were  abundant 
certain  coasts,  and  yielded  a  promising 
tract.     British  coasts  were  therefore  sl 
veyed    to    ascertain    where    those  plar 
occurred  in  harvestable  quantities,  and 
vestigations  were  made  of  the  life  hist

Orr  (Scottish  Marine  Biological  Station, 
Millport)  the  chemical  side,  much  of  the 
work  being  done  voluntarily  and  during 
university  vacations.

their  dry  weight  as  an  extract  in  the  foi 
of  a  soft,  viscous  gel.  Untreated,  this  w 
not  suitable  for  bacteriological  wo 
(though  it  had  commercial  uses).  Hoj 
ever,  the  addition  of  electrolytes,  partid 
larly  potassium  chloride,  was  found  to  ii 
prove  the  extract  for  bacteriological  pi 
poses.  A  still  better  product  could 
made  by  first  heating  the  aqueous  extra 
with  potassium  hydroxide,  and  then  na 
tralising  the  solution  with  hydrochloi 
acid.  The  best  product,  however,  result 
from  autoclaving  the  extract  with  pod 
sium  hydroxide  (after  which  less  acid  w 
required  for  neutralisation,  showing  thj 
partial  hydrolysis  had  taken  place).

used  contains  inorganic  salts.  For  bac- 
teriological work  an  optimum  concentra- 
tion is  2.5-3  Per  cent.  A  concentration  of 
1  per  cent,  produces  a  firm  jelly,  however, 
and  for  stabilising  purposes  a  smaller  con- 
centration is  sufficient. 

Stab'e  in  Neutral  Solutions 

Little  is  known  of  the  chemistry  of 
British  agar.  Solutions  of  the  product  can 
be  heated  for  long  periods  at  pH  values 
of  approximately  7,  however,  without  ap- 
preciable change,  but  in  strongly  acid  or 
alkaline  solutions  hydrolysis,  and  conse- 
quent 1  eduction  in  strength  of  the  gel, 
occurs.  Acids  or  alkalis  should  therefore 
be  added  as  late  as  possible  before  the  agar 
is  allowed  to  set. 

Although  the  war-time  survey  of  West- 
ern Scotland  showed  that  Gigartina  was 
particularly  abundant  in  the  Clyde  and 
other  areas  of  the  West  Scottish  coast,  the 
chief  commercial  British  source  of  red  sea- 
weed is  now  Western  Ireland.  The  dried 
and  partly  fermented  weed  arrives  at  the 
factory  in  hessian  bags.    It  is  first  washed 
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with   agitation  in   an   extemporised  bat 
(illustration,  p.  109),  is  extracted  with  a  ho 
mildly  alkaline  solution  (3  per  cent,  cal 
cium  hydroxide)  in  a  revolving  cage  ej| 
tractor,  and  the  liquor  clarified  by  passinj 
through   a  rocking  strainer   (the  rockini 
action  keeping  the  meshes  free  from  thl 
strained  weed),  a  disc  strainer  and  a  steanjj 
jacketed  filter  press.

ie  South-west  Metropolitan  Region  Hos- 
tal  Pharmacists'  Committee  has  published 
report  which  deals  with  the  fifty  hospi- 
s  of  the  London,  Surrey  and  West  Sus- 
c  hospital  groups  of  the  South-west  Met- 
politan  Hospital  Region  that  are  known 
have  pharmaceutical  departments  in  the 
arge  of  pharmacists.  The  report  is  based 
information  derived  from  two  question- 
ires  issued  in  the  spring  and  autumn  of 
4.Q  to  each  pharmaceutical  department. 

the  fifty  hospitals,  thirty-two  are  gen- 
ii hospitals,  including  one  fever,  and 
;  sanatorium.  All  of  the  larger  general 
spitals  have  out-patient  clinics  requiring 
:  dispensing  of  more  than  20,oco  pre- 
iptions  per  annum.  Some  of  the  medium 
smaller  hospitals  have  a  higher  ratio 
out-patient  prescriptions/beds  than  the 
ger  hospitals.  The  other  hospitals  com- 
se  fourteen  mental  and  four  mental  de- 
ency  hospitals.  In  the  general  hospitals 
number  of  technical  staff  is  eighty- 
and  in  the  mental  hospitals  thirty-six. 
In  the  spring  of  IQ4-9  there  were  twenty- 
vacant  posts  for  pharmacists  in  the 
pitals  ;  some  of  the  vacancies  were  be- 


ing filled  by  non-pharmacists.  The  num- 
ber of  vacancies  has  since  increased.  The 
chief  pharmacists  of  seven  general  and 
eight  mental  hospitals  indicated  that  they 
considered  their  establishments  to  be  in- 
sufficient. In  only  two  hospitals  is  there 
clerical  assistance  in  the  pharmaceutical 
department;  some  hospitals  have  not  even 
adequate  domestic  and  portering  help. 
The  Committee  is  of  the  opinion  that 
pharmaceutical  supplies  at  every  hospital 
should  include  drugs,  dressings  and  sun- 
dries, and  that  these  should  be  under  the 
complete  control  of  the  pharmacist-in- 
charge.  While  surgical  instruments  do  not 
fall  into  the  category  of  normal  pharma- 
ceutical supplies,  a  similar  degree  of  con- 
trol should  be  exercised  by  the  pharma- 
cist if  they  are  handled  in  his  department. 
It  has  noted,  "  with  pleasure,"  the  extent 
of  the  manufacture  of  pharmaceutical  pro- 
ducts. The  Committee  considers  that  the 
views  of  the  pharmacists  should  be  co- 
ordinated so  that: — (a)  Liaison  is  increased 
between  different  groups  ;  (b)  optimum  use 
is  made  of  local  facilities ;  and  (c)  maxi- 
mum efficiency  is  achieved.

of  standard  drugs.  Many  proprietary  preparations 
do  not  differ  materially  from  the  standard  drugs 
of  the  British  Pharmacopoeia,  the  British  Pharma- 
ceutical Codex  and  the  National  Formulary  and 
can  be  ordered  just  as  effectively  and  at  much 
less  expense  by  their  official  titles.  The  National 
Formulary  recently  issued  by  the  British  Medical 
Association  and  the  Pharmaceutical  Society  con- 
tains in  an  Appendix  the  official  equivalents  of  a 
large  number  of  proprietary  preparations.  Doctors 
should,  therefore,  before  prescribing  any  proprie- 
tary preparations,  ask  themselves  "  Am  I  satisfied 
that  a  standard  drug  or  combination  of  standard 
drugs  cannot  be  prescribed  with  equal  effect?  " 
The  Committee  also  thought  that  doctors  should, 
when  asking  themslves  this  question,  bear  in  mind 
that  while  those  who  provide  general  medical  ser- 
vices in  the  National'  Health  Service  are  required 
by  their  terms  of  service  to  order  "  such  drugs 
and  prescribed  appliances  as  are  requisite  for  the 
treatment  of  any  patients  " — and  that  a  doctor  is 
therefore  free  to  prescribe  whatever  drug  he  con- 
siders necessary — the  Regulations  do  provide  that 
action  may  be  taken  by  the  Minister  where  "  in- 
vestigation shows  that  the  cost  is  in  excess  of  what 
was  reasonably  necessary  for  proper  treatment." 
The  Minister  therefore  hopes  that  he  will  have 
the  co-operation  of  all  doctors  in  this  matter. 
It  is  in  present  circumstances  vital  that  all  unneces- 
sary expenditure  be  avoided — in  the  provision  of 
appliances  and  in  the  quantity  of  drugs  prescribed 
as  well  as  in  the  matters  dealt  with  by  the  Joint 
Committee.

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The  main  proposal  put  forward  is  that 
post-graduate  activities  in  technology 
should  "  be  extended  to  include  some  post- 
graduate instruction  as  distinct  from  re- 
search." Such  post-graduate  study  should 
follow  a  period  of  not  less  than  two  years 
spent  in  industry.  Provision  of  support 
for  students — at  any  rate,  we  may  add,  for 
some  students — is  essential.  For  the  pur- 
poses of  the  report  it  is  assumed  by  the 
Committee  that  about  250  men  a  year 
could  be  absorbed  under  this  scheme.  Post- 
graduate courses  would  (it  is  thought)  be 
best  provided  as  developments  of  existing 
faculties  of  technology  rather  than  by  the 
establishment  of  new  technological  insti- 
tutes, with  independent  governing  bodies, 
within  the  universities.  The  relation  be- 
tween our  universities  and  our  industries 
has  often  been  discussed  in  the  Press  in 
recent  years;  we  welcome  this  practical 
contribution  to  the  subject  by  so  distin- 
guished a  body. 

Fifty  Years  of  State  Research 

The  jubilee  of  the  National  Physical  Labo- 
ratory is  a  notable  milestone  in  the  progress 
of  State-supported  research  into  sciences 
and  applied  sciences.  Although  the  Crown 
has  for  long  financed  scientific  institutions 
— Greenwich  Observatory,  comparable  in 
some  ways  with  the  Laboratory,  for  ex- 
ample, was  founded  by  Charles  II  in 
1675,  the  Prince  of  Wales  (afterwards 
King  George  V),  when  opening  new  build- 
ings of  the  Laboratory  on  March  19,  1902, 
described  the  Laboratory  as  "  the  first  in- 
stance of  the  State  taking  part  in  scientific 
research."  As  he  pointed  out,  the  nation 
was  then  beginning  to  recognise  that  if 
its  commercial  supremacy  were  to  be 
maintained  "  greater  facilities  must  be 
given  for  furthering  the  application  of 
science  to  commerce."  The  function  of  the 
Laboratory,  which  time  has  shown  to  have 
been  carried  out  with  credit,  was,  there- 
fore, to  bring  scientific  knowledge  to  bear 
practically  on  everyday  industrial  life  and 
"  break  down  the  barrier  between  theory 
and  practice."  Like  the  institution  that  Sir 
Oliver  Lodge  envisaged  (based  partly  on 
a  German  model),  the  Laboratory  has 
aimed  at  the  "  very  highest  quantitative 
work    in    all    departments    of  physical 
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science,"  and  has  been  distinguished  by 
"  all  the  dignity  and  permanence  of  a 
national  institution."  The  form  of  dual 
harness  of  the  Laboratory's  management, 
by  which  the  Royal  Society  controls  the 
scientific  aspects  of  the  work,  has  doubt- 
less contributed  much  to  the  Laboratory's 
success.  Though  the  checking  of  national 
and  international  standards  of  mass,  etc., 
may  sometimes  seem  pedantic,  it  is  neces- 
sary, and  is  directly  connected  with  the 
Laboratory's  renowned  testing  service  of 
measuring  instruments  used  or  handled 
daily  in  every  laboratory  and  pharmacy. 

Exports  in  December  1949 

The  value  of  British  exports  of  all  classes 
of  manufactured  goods  in  the  last  month 
of  1949  amounted  to  £153.8  millions,  a 
slight  fall  on  the  previous  month's  daily 
rate,  but  well  above  the  level  of  earlier 
months.  Exports  of  the  chemicals  group 
amounted  to  £7.04  millions,  compared 
with  £6.89  millions  in  the  previous  month 
and  £7.34  in  December  1948.  Manufac- 
tured medicines  exported  in  December 
1949  rose  to  £1,587,859  from  the  pre- 
vious month's  total  of  £1,250,237,  com- 
paring favourably  with  the  value 
(£1,427,066)  a  year  ago.  Proprietary 
medicines  amounted  to  £379,292,  against 
£35°>I59  in  November,  but  were  about 
£91,000  below  the  level  of  December  1948. 
Quinine  and  its  salts  shipped  to  overseas 
markets  were  valued  at  £31,374  (Decem- 
ber 1948,  £33,251)  and  aspirin  at  £37,327 
(£40,297).  Exports  of  insulin  totalled 
£27,777  (£52,722)  and  of  penicillin, 
£244,193  (£184,776).  Some  4,038  cwt. 
of  ointments  and  liniments  were  shipped, 
valued  at  £73,789  (£66,538).  Principal 
markets  for  medicinal  products  were  India, 
Australia,  Egypt,  Union  of  South  Africa, 
British  West  Africa  and  New  Zealand. 

Rise  in  Toilet  Exports 

A  rise  in  exports  of  toilet  preparations 
occurred,  reaching  a  total  of  £298,425, 
compared  with  £282,478  in  the  previous 
month  and  £231,053  in  December  1949. 
An  increase  in  sales  of  cosmetics  was 
largely  responsible  for  the  rise,  which 
totalled  £91,830,  against  £84,237  in 
November  and  £81,760  in  the  correspond- 
ing month  of  1948.     Tooth  and  denture

I  nover  and  profits  increased.    But  how- 
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ever  that  may  be,  the  fact  remains  that, 
owing  to  the  action  Industry  has  taken, 
the  amounts  distributed  in  dividends  dur- 
ing the  last  two  years  have  been  in  the 
aggregate  virtually  unchanged.  This  has 
undoubtedly  had  an  effect  in  mitigating 
inflationary  pressures  from  the  side  of 
wages  in  the  last  eighteen  months.  To 
suggest  now  a  departure  from  the  present 
practice  of  moderation  and  restraint  in  dis- 
tributing profits  would  prejudice  the  posi- 
tion that  has  been  achieved,  would  tend 
to  increase  the  force  of  prevailing  inflation, 
and  would  be  liable  to  serious  misrepre- 
sentation. In  these  circumstances,  the  three 
organisations  consider  that  it  is  in  the 
national  interest  that  no  change  should  at 
present  be  made  in  the  practice  of  res- 
traint in  dividend  distribution,  and  that, 
unless  these  circumstances  change  or  new 
economic  factors  arise,  it  would  be  wise 
that,  when  boards  of  directors  of  indus- 
trial companies  come  to  consider  their 
recommendations  to  shareholders  in  the  en- 
suing year,  this  policy  should  be  con- 
tinued. That  is,  therefore,  the  recommen- 
dation they  make  to  their  members.

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JUBILEE  OF  NATIONAL  PHYSICAL  LABORATOR 

A  review  of  the  first  fifty  years  of  a  British  institution 


The  National  Phys:cal  Laboratory  cele- 
brates its  Jubilee  at  a  reception  at  the 
Royal  Society,  London,  on  January  30. 
The  Laboratory  was  founded  at  Bushy  House, 
Teddington,  Middlesex  (a  former  Royal 
residence  granted  to  it  by  Queen  Victoria 
in  1900).  To  it  were  assigned  the  duties  of 
testing  instruments  that  "  cannot  be  tested 
under  any  legal  authority  "  ;  testing  mater- 
ials ;  and  conducting  research,  particularly 
into  the  determination  of  physical  con- 
stants. The  Laboratory  has  subsequently 
grown  so  that  its 
buildings  now 
occupy  much  of  its 
fifty-acre  site,  while 
its  present  import- 
ance to  pharmacy 
and  the  chemical 
industry  may  be 
deduced  from  the 
scope  of  its  testing 
work  alone,  which 
covers  all  types  of 
thermomere-s  (not- 
ably clinicals), 
measuring  flasKS, 
pipettes,  burettes, 
hydrometers.  and 
specialised  measur- 
ing apparatus  such 
as  graduated  distil- 
late receiver  ,  hsemo- 
cytometer  pipettes 
and,  on  request,  other  similar  apparatus. 

The  founding  of  the  Laboratory  grew 
from  a  suggestion  made  by  Professor  (later 
Sir)  J.  Ambrose  Fleming  in  1885  for  a 
British  counteroart  of  the  Physikalisch- 
Technische  Reichsanstalt — a  State-supported 
institution  that  had  been  established  in 
Berlin  following  the  expansion  of  German 
industry  during  the  Franco-German  War. 
Sir  Oliver  Lodge,  in  a  president'al  address 
to  the  Cardiff  meeting  of  the  British  Asso- 
ciation in  1891,  pressed  the  demand,  and 
asked  for  "  a  much  larger  establishment  " 
than  the  then  existing  Kew  Observatory 
and  Board  of  Trade  Laboratory — "  limited 
by  no  speciality  of  aim  nor  by  the  demands 
of  the  commerc;al  world  "  and  "  invested 
with  all  the  dignity  and  permanence  of  a 
national  institution." 

Four  years  later,  when  Sir  Doug'as 
Galton  (president  at  the  Ipswxh  meeting 
of  the  Association)  raised  the  matter  again, 
a  committee  was  formed  (which  included 


Professor  O.  Lodge  and  Lords  Raylei 
and  Kelvin)  to  report  on  the  possible  fur 
tions  and  management  of  such  a  laborato:

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THE  PROFESSION  AND  THE  STATE 


A  meeting  of  the  North  Metropolitan 
Branch  of  the  Pharmaceutical  Society 
held  on  January  1 7  was  addressed  by  Mr. 
H.  N.  Linstead  (secretary  of  the  Society) 
on  "  The  Relations  of  the  Pharmacist  to 
the  State  under  the  National  Health 
Service." 

The  professions,  said  Mr.  Linstead,  had 
made  vigorous,  healthy  growth  over  the 
years  as  self-governing  bodies.  Their  duty 
to  the  State  had  been  to  ensure  the  dis- 
cipline and  competence  of  their  r^embers 
by  examination.  Quite  apart  from  what 
Party  was  in  power,  there  were  signs  of 
ministerial  power  spreading  out  over  fields 
that  were  essentially  the  responsibility  of 
those  national  bodies,  making  it  necessary 
for  them  to  take  an  independent  line.  The 
Min:stry  of  Health,  for  example,  was  evinc- 
ing concern  for  professional  standards  and 
showed  an  increasing  tendency  to  inter- 
fere with  those  of  the  professions.  A  recent 
definition  of  advertising  of  dispensing  ser- 
vices had  legalised  certain  things  that 
could  be  done  but  were  in  conflict  with 
the  Society's  code  of  ethics. 

A  dispensing  service  in  health  centres, 
said  Mr.  Linstead,  could  only  be  justified 
in  the  large  centres,  in  which  a  really  effi- 
cient pharmaceutical  department  should 
be  planned.  The  department  should  be 
complementary  to  the  local  pharmaceutical 
service  and  might  provide  an  all-night  ser- 
vice or  special  drugs.  Co-operation  between 
local  Health  and  Pharmaceutical  Com- 
mittees was  essential  in  the  early  stages  to 
avoid  duplication  of  services  and  expense. 

Menace  of  High  Costs 

Pharmaceutical  services  were,  he 
thought,  in  some  danger  from  the  increas- 
ing cost  of  the  drug  bill.  The  Minister  was 
bound  to  compare  the  cost  of  dispensing 
done  in  retail  pharmacies  and  in  the  out- 
patient departments  of  hospitals,  and  the 
result  might  have  a  bearing  on  dispensing 
in  health  centres.  Man-power  in  pharmacy 
was  now  showing  a  recovery  from  the  low 
position  it  had  reached  immediately  after 
the  war,  though  there  still  existed  an  appa- 
rent shortage.  The  Society,  he  thought, 
ought  to  take  some  interest  in  the  unquali- 
fied assistants  before  a  future  Minister  of 
Health  considered  establishing  a  qualifica- 
tion for  them. 

A  member  asked  if  the  limitation  of 
pharmacies  would  not  ensure  more  econo- 
mical distribution  of  man-power,  and  Mr. 
Linstead  said  he  admitted  that  a  tradi- 


tion of  State  pharmacies  had  produced 
high  professional  standard  in  certain  cour 
tries,  but  he  thought  that  the  public  i 
this  country  would  not  tolerate  Stat 
licensing.  A  vote  of  thanks  was  propose) 
by  Dr.  Swanston.  The  following  resolu 
tions  were  passed  for  inclusion  in  thj 
Branch  Representatives'  agenda:  —

dren  under  four  weeks),    16.5   per  1,0c 
live  births;  maternal  mortality,  0.78  p'l 
1,000  live  and  still  births.    No  death  fro: 
puerperal  sepsis  was  registered.  Deatl 
from  epidemic  diseases  were  as  follows  :- 
Measles  (11),  whooping  cough  (25),  scarl 
fever  (nil),   diphtheria   (7),  typhoid  fev 
(3),  infantile  diarrhoea   (106),  poliomye] 
tis  (55). 

Diphtheria  is  slowly  be  ng  overcome 
a  killer  of  children,  thanks  to  the  imnr 
nisation  campaign.  Pre-war,  there  we 
7,500  cases  a  year  and  250  deaths.  1 
194.9  there  were  only  just  over  200  case 
During  the  year  52,300  were  immunise 
against  diphtheria.  The  infantile  dia 
rhceal  death  rate  was  the  lowest  ever  r 
corded  but  the  condition  continues  to  1 
a  serious  menace  to  child  life,  and  researc 
into  its  causation  and  prevention  is  in  pf 
gress.  Poliomyelitis  flared  up  again  wi 
an  incidence  almost  as  great  as  in  19' 
and  a  similar  mortality  (7  per  cent, 
cases).  The  aftermath  of  paralysed  hm 
in  those  who  recover  presents  a  serio 
problem  not  only  to  the  individuals  but 
the  community.  Notifications  of  tube] 
culosis  increased  to  over  6,000.

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PHARMACY  IN  1900 

By  John  Rae 


AT  the  threshold  of  another  half-cen- 
tury it  may  possibly  be  of  interest  to 
record  from  contemporary  journals 
some  of  the  sidelights  of  the  year  1900 
that  remain  of  interest  to  pharmacists.  The 
president  of  the  Pharmaceutical  Society  at 
the  beginning  of  the  year  was  William 
Martindale,  followed  later  in  the  year  by 
G.  T.  W.  Newsholme.  The  secretary  and 
registrar  was  Richard  Brembridge. 

Britain  at  War 

The  Chemist  and  Druggist,  on  p.  10 
of  its  January  issue,  printed  a  proclama- 
tion by  the  Queen  on  trading  with  the 
enemy— a  stern  reminder  that  Great 
Britain  was  at  war  in  South  Africa.  War 
notes  were  published  each  week,  and  nu- 
merous photographs  of  volunteers  in  the 
uniform  of  the  army  of  the  day  were 
printed.  Several  pharmacists  wrote  ac- 
counts of  damage  and  conditions  in  the 
war  area.  In  Paris  was  held  the  Univer- 
sal International  Exhibition,  at  which 
many  British  manufacturers  exhibited  ;  the 
photographs  of  some  of  the  stands  in  the 
ornate  Victorian  style  of  the  period  make 
a  striking  contrast  with  the  modern  British 
Industries  Fair.  Glancing  through  the 
pages  of  issues  of  that  time  one's  eye 
catches  many  famous  names.  Sir  John 
Lubbock  was  mentioned  in  the  New  Year's 
honours,  and  Signor  Marconi  lectured  on 
wireless  telegraphy  at  the  Royal  Institu- 
tion. For  some  reason,  not  perhaps  appre- 
ciated at  the  present  day,  contributors 
broke  in  to  verse  on  every  possible  occa- 
sion. Prominence  was  given  to  photo- 
graphy, which  was  even  then  an  established 
side-line  of  the  retail  pharmacist. 

On  the  scientific  side,  an  interesting 
paper  was  published  on  the  manufacture 
and  filling  of  gelatin  capsules  ;  and  several 
notes  were  given  on  dispensing  problems 
— a  useful  feature  that  might  with  advan- 
tage be  reintroduced  at  the  present  time. 
It  is  of  interest  that  deaths  attributed  to 
opium  and  its  derivatives  amounted  to  the 
startling  figure  of  141  in  twelve  months. 
In  the  political  field  the  Companies  Bill 
was  of  great  importance. 

The  "  Pharmaceutical  Journal  "  of  that 
year  contained  illustrations  of  the  School 
of  Pharmacy  class,  and  of  its  drill  class — 
another  reminder  of  the  war  in  South 
Africa.  Judging  by  the  photographs,  the 
students  seem,  on  an  average,  older  than 


those  of  today,  but  that  may  be  due  to  thl 
mode  of  dress ;  fashions  of  the  times  arf 
well  illustrated  in  a  photograph  of  HenleB 
regatta,  showing  the  ladies  with  was] 
waists  and  large  hats,  the  men  in  nannel| 
with  caps  or  boaters. 

In  an  address  to  the  Glasgow  ChemistJ 
and  Druggists'  Assistants'  Association,  J.  I 
Taylor  advocated  the  taking  over  by  thl 
State  of  the  professions  of  medicine  an] 
pharmacy  and  foreshadowed  the  druggifg 
as  a  civil  servant.  A  good  account  of  goll 
beating  and  the  manufacture  of  gold  leal 
serves  as  a  reminder  that  silvering  pilj 
was  a  frequent  operation  and  that,  fcl 
special  patients,  gold  leaf  was  ordered.  Thl 
volume  of  the  "  Journal  "  contains  nl 
papers  of  great  importance.  The  i8q| 
Pharmacopoeia  was  only  two  years  old  anl 
was  still  subject  to  criticism.  Amongst  thl: 
authors  we  find  such  names  as  Bird,  A] 
cock,  Holmes,  Umney,  Rutherford  Hill 
etc.  The  chief  interest  was  in  crude  drug] 
the  students'  column  featuring  materift 
medica  of  the  Pharmacopoeia.  One  well 
illustrated  article  was  on  "  Insects  whicl 
Infect  Crude  Drugs  " ;  others  dealt  witl 
myrrh,  balsam  of  Tolu,  the  assay  of  ipecai 
cuanha,  belladonna,  and  nux  vomica.  Eel 
mund  White  wrote  on  ammonium  carbori 
ate  and  aromatic  spirit  of  ammonia.  Al 
unusual  paper  reprinted  from  the  "  Amerjl 
can  Journal  "  was  "  The  Assay  of  Drug! 
by  the  Living  Plant."  (The  roots  of  younfl 
seedlings  were  placed  in  different  alkalofl 
dal  solutions  of  varying  strengths,  the  rat| 
of  growth  being  measured  and  compared 
with  controls.) 

A  Promise  of  Progress 

The  "Yearbook  of  Pharmacy"  record  I 
that   the   British   Pharmaceutical  Confeif 
ence  met  in  London  under  the  presidency 
of  E.  M.  Holmes,  who  took  as  the  subject 
of  his  address  "  The  Progress  of  Pharmacl 
during  the  Century,"  concluding  with  th 
words  "  The  history  of  the  closing  centur 
indicates  that  scientific  progress  may  b 
expected  to  be  increasingly  rapid  in  thl 
coming  one."     At  the  meeting,  referenc'i 
was  made  to  the  death  of  Thomas  Green  j 
ish.  Richard  Reynolds  and  E.  C.  C.  Stan! 
ford,  who  was  specially  interested  in  prc| 
ducts     obtainable     from     seaweeds;  hj 
discovered  algin  and  it  was  his  pioneerinlj 
work  over  fifty  years  ago  that  has  reeultei!fl 
in    the   present   production   of  alginates! 
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The  papers  read  at  the  conference  were 
of  great  importance.  E.  H.  Farr  and 
Wright  read  a  paper  dealing  with  their 
ecial  subject  on  this  occasion,  "  The 
etermination  of  Strychnine  in  Galenical 
eparations  of  Nux  Vomica,"  and  a  paper 
"  Ash  in  Drugs  "  by  C.  G.  Moor  and 
Priest  gave  rise  to  a  good  discussion, 
interest  to  the  retail  pharmacist  were 
pers  on  Eastons  syrup  and  phenol  sup- 
sitories. 

Public  analysts  were  turning  their  atten-

ad  and  pharmaceutical  products.  Earlier 
lumes  of  "  The  Analyst  "  had  contained 
merous  papers  on  milk  analysis,  etc. ; 

generally  there  was  little  affecting  the 
armacist.  During  the  year  1900  papers 
re  read  before  the  Society  of  Public 
alysts  on  extract  of  malt,  the  estima- 
n  of  camphor  in  camphorated  oil,  the 
imation  of  glycerin,  treacle,  and  on  cer- 


tain B.P.  tests  dealing  chiefly  with  drugs 
and  essential  oils.  Great  interest  was 
aroused  by  the  discovery  of  arsenic  in  beer 
in  Manchester ;  it  was  found  to  be  due 
to  the  use  by  one  firm  of  sugar  refiners  of 
sulphuric  acid  containing  arsenic.  The 
report  of  the  commission  to  the  Manchester 
Brewers'  Central  Association  states  that 
':  All  the  other  brewing  sugars  on  the  Eng- 
lish market  have  been  analysed  and  have 
been  found  to  be  quite  free  from  arsenic." 
The  case  had  several  repercussions.  It 
tended  to  emphasise  to  the  general  public 
the  importance  of  the  public  analyst,  to 
the  manufacturer  the  necessity  of  analyti- 
cal control  of  both  raw  material  and 
finished  product,  and  it  also  produced  an 
arsenic  "  scare."  The  records  of  one  firm 
show  that  numerous  samples  of  wall  paper, 
particularly  those  coloured  green,  were  sub- 
mitted to  be  tested  for  the  possible  presence 
of  arsenic.

(expropriated  in  agreement  with  the  Allied 
request  for  the  seizure  of  German  firms  in 
Spain)  lays  the  foundation  for  a  strong 
chemical  industry  in  Spain.  The  purchas- 
ing group  is  formed  of  the  Hispano- 
American  and  Urquijo  Banks,  Cros  Che- 
micals, Union  Espanola  de  Explosivos  and 
other  important  Spanish  industrial  and 
financial  concerns..  The  price  paid  for  the 
two  German  chemical  groups  is  under- 
stood to  be  18  million  pesetas  for  the 
Bayer  interests  and  7  million  for  the  Scher- 
ing interests.  In  the  latter  transaction  it  is 
understood  that  obligations  had  to  be 
taken  over,  involving  several  times  the 
basic  price. 

Brazilian  Carnauba  Wax  Industry. — 
The  carnauba  wax  industry  in  Brazil  is 
deteriorating  owing  to  primitive  methods 
of  collecting  and  preparing  the  wax,  re- 
sulting in  a  large  part  of  the  product  being 
lost,  according  to  the  director  of  the  Brazi- 
lian Institute  of  Oils.  There  is  also  large- 
scale  adulteration  by  the  addition  of  earth 
in  order  to  increase  weight.  Complaints 
from  foreign  buyers  are  common  and  there 
is  now  a  tendency  for  them  to  fill  their  re- 
quirements elsewhere.  The  Bulletin  of  the 
Brazilian  Government  Trade  Bureau  in 
New  York  reported  recently  the  production 
by  the  Armour  Research  Foundation  of  a 
new  industrial  wax  with  similar  properties 
to  carnauba  obtained  from  sisal  pulp,  a 
fibre  which  is  being  intensively  cultivated 
in  Mexico.  This  new  wax  is  hard,  with  a 
melting  point  of  85 0  C. 
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CHEMISTS  DEBATE  N.H.S. 


The  Thames  Valley  Pharmacists'  Associa- 
tion met  the  Wimbledon  Branch  of  the 
Pharmaceutical  Society  at  Wimbledon  on 
January  ig  to  debate  the  motion  "That 
this  house  considers  the  National  Health 
Service  is  not  working  out  to  the  advan- 
tage of  the  patient,  doctor  or  pharmacist." 
The  chair  was  taken  by  Mr.  O.  F.  C. 
Bromfield,  Editor  of  The  Chemist  and 
Druggist. 

Mr.  N.  Dewey,  Kingston,  the  opening 
speaker  for  the  motion,  said  that,  though 
the  idea  of  a  national  health  service  was 
good,  the  present  Service  had  been 
launched  without  the  "  mechanics  "  of  it 
being  worked  out.  A  pilot  scheme  should 
first  have  been  tried  to  explore  difficulties, 
after  which  a  bigger  and  better  scheme 
could  have  been  developed.  The  patient, 
who  had  been  under  the  impression  that 
he  could  obtain  everything  he  wanted 
under  the  scheme,  was  finding  now  that 
his  demands  were  costing  too  much.  Mr. 
Dewey  deplored  the  "  irresponsibility  of 
the  patients,"  which  was  leading,  under 
the  present  improperly  planned  scheme,  to 
too  much  waste.  From  the  doctors'  point 
of  view,  an  increasing  amount  of  time  had 
to  be  spent  in  signing  forms  for  patients' 
milk,  butter,  eggs,  etc.  Competition  had 
not  been  eliminated  from  medical  practice. 

44  Fancy  "  Drugs 

Mr.  R.  J.  M.  Cochran,  supporting  Mr. 
Dewey,  said  that  the  institution  of  the 
National  Health  Service  had  satisfied  offi- 
cialdom but  little  else.  It  was  turning  the 
younger  members  of  society  into  hypochon- 
driacs. Prescribing  had  deteriorated,  and 
as  proof  he  held  up  a  pile  of  prescriptions 
of  "  fancy  "  drugs  which  had  been  handed 
to  him  to  dispense  during  the  day.  The 
nation  could  not  afford  the  cost,  and  che- 
mist contractors  might  suffer  soon. 

Mr.  F.  C.  Wilson  (a  member  of  the 
Pharmaceutical  Society's  Council),  who 
opened  for  those  opposing  the  motion,  poin- 
ted out  that  the  motion  dealt  only  with 
the  advantages  to  the  patient,  doctor  and 
pharmacist,  and  not  with  the  general  pub- 
lic. Mr.  Dewey  had,  in  fact,  pointed  out 
that  the  chemists  were  doing  well  finan- 
cially, and  that  the  doctors  had  gained 
additional  prestige  and  extra  holidays.  As 
to  the  demand  for  prescriptions,  he  poin- 
ted out  that,  under  N.H.I. ,  seventy  mil- 
lion prescriptions  were  dispensed  annually 
by  chemists,  plus  ten  million  private  pres- 
criptions. An  equal  number  were  dispensed 


by  doctors,  bringing  the  grand  total 
prescriptions  dispensed  annually  to  i( 
millions.  In  the  first  year  of  N.H.S. ,  on 
another  27  million  prescriptions  had  be* 
dispensed,  and  most  of  those  had  gone 
the  mothers  of  families.  He  refuted  tl 
suggestion  that  the  Service  was  turnii 
Britain  into  a  nation  of  hypochondriac 
The  House  of  Commons  Select  Coi 
mittee  on  Estimates  was  of  the  opiniJ 
that  "  on  the  whole  the  scheme  was  settliil 
down  with  surprisingly  little  friction." 

Mr.  R.  H.  Henriksen,  supporting  M 
Wilson,  dealt  particularly  with  the  hospitl 
service.  The  hospital  patient  under  N.H.I 
was  at  an  enormous  advantage,  since  1 
expenditure  was  required  of  him.  Pharmj 
cists  in  the  hospital  service  had  receivedl 
slightly  higher  salary  (though  it  was  nl 
high  enough),  while  hospital  doctors  hi 
benefited  financially  and  professionally.  I 

Discussion 

In  the  general  discussion  which  followel

The 
proposer  had,  in  his  opinion,  failed  to 
prove  that  the  scheme  was  not  working  out 
to  the  advantage  of  doctor,  pharmacist  and 
patient. 

Mr.  Dewey,  concluding  in  support  of 
the  motion,  said  that  troubles  of  the 
National  Health  Service  were  not  teething 
troubles  but  "  bandy  legs  which  have  got 
to  be  straightened."  On  being  put  to  the 
vote  the  motion  was  defeated  by  thirty- 
seven  votes  to  twenty-four.

1818,  where  it  has  been,  although  in 


adverse  environment  compared  with  its 
native  habitat,  for  a  century  and  a  half 
the  most  important  industry  of  the  Protec- 
torate. The  disease  known  as  "  sudden 
death "  ("  not  as  sudden  an  occurence  as 
the  name  suggests  ")  is  discussed  in  detail 
and  the  close  connection  between  water 
shortage  (Zanzibar  has  a  lighter  rainfall 
that  the  Moluccas)  is  emphasised.  The 
history  of  the  clove  trade  is  dealt  with, 
and  there  is  information  on  cultivation, 
harvesting  and  curing,  and  the  testing  of 
samples.

In  this 
volume,  which  deals  comprehensively  with 
fundamental  theory  and  its  practical  ap- 
plications in  many  technical  and  commer- 
cial developments,  Dr.  Goldstein's  main 
concern  has  been  to  survey  the  scope  of 
the  industry,  to  describe  what  it  already 
has  done  and  what  it  can  do.  If  the  book 
is  in  some  sense  a  tract  to  impress  the 
chemical  industry  that  it  should  devote 
more  attention  to  petroleum  or  risk  falling 
behind,  the  work  both  presents  its  case 
with  cogency  and  provides  a  compendium 
of  information  for  the  manufacturer, 
teacher  and  student.
